L From the boundary of Sultanpur National Park 
to a distance of three hundred meters, no con¬ 
struction of any kind will be allowed except tube 
well chamber of dimension not more than one 
thousand cubic inches. 

n. In the area falling between three hundred meters 
to five hundred meters fi-om the boundary of 
Sultanpur National Park, cons^truction of any 
building more thatn two storey (twenty five ft) 
will not be allowed. 

in. From the boundary of Sultanpur National Park 
to a distance of five hundred meters, laying of 
new high tension transmission wire will not be 
allowed. 


(c) Quarrying and Mining:— 

I. Mining up to one kilometer will not be allowed 
from the boundary of the protected area of 
Sultanpur National Park. 

n. Crushing activity upto two kilometers will not 
be allowed from the boundary of the protected 
area of Sultanpur National Park. 

(d) Trees ;—Felling of trees on forest and revenue 
land should be subject to the approved management plan 
by the Government of India or an authority nominated for 
that purpose. 

(e) Water :—Extraction of ground water shall be 
permitted only for the bona fide agricultural and domestic 
consumption of the occupier of the plot. No sale of ground 
water shall be permitted except with the prior approval of 
the State Ground Water Board. All steps shall be taken to 
prevent contamination or pollution of water including from 
agriculture. 

(f) Noise Pollution :—The Environment Department 
or State Forest Department, Haiyana shall be the authority 
to draw up guidelines and regulations for the control of 
noise in the Eco-sensitive Zone. 

(g) Discharge of Effluents ;—^No untreated or in¬ 
dustrial effluent shall be permitted to be discharged into 
any water body within the Eco-sensitive Zone, Treated 
effluent must meet the provisions of the Water (Preven¬ 
tion and Control of Pollution) Act, 1974, 

(h) Solid Wastes :—The solid waste disposal shall 
be carried out as per the provisions of the Municipal Solid 
Wastes (Management and handling) Rules, 2000 issued 
by the central Government vide notification number S.O. 
908(E), dated the 25th September, 2000 and amended from 
time to time. The local authorities shall draw up plans for 
the segregation of solid wastes into biodegradable and 
non-biodegradable components. The biodegradable 
material may be recycled preferably through composting 
or vermiculture. The inorganic material may be disposed in 
an environmentally acceptable manner at site identified 
outside the Eco-sensitive Zone. No burning or incinera¬ 
tion of solid wastes shall be permitted in the Eco-sensitive 
Zone. 

4. Monitoring Committee:— 

(1) In exercise of the powers conferred by sub¬ 
section (3) of Section 3 of the Environment (protection) Set 
1986 (29 of 1986), the Central Government hereby consti¬ 
tutes a committee to be called the Monitoring Committee to 
monitor the compliance with the provisions of this notifica¬ 
tion. The Monitoring Committee shall consist of not more 
than ten members. The Chairman of the Monitoring Commit¬ 
tee shall be an eminent person with proven managerial or 
administrative experience and understanding of local issues. 
The other members shall be:— 
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I. A representative of the Ministry of Environ¬ 
ment and Forests, Government of India; 

II. One representative of Non-Governmental Orga¬ 
nizations working in the field of environment 
(including heritage conservation) to be nomi¬ 
nated by the Government of India; 

in. Regional Officer, Haryana State Pollution Con- 
drol Board, Gurgaon; 

IV. Senior Town Planner of the area; 

V. Deputy Conservator of Forests (Wild Life), 
Gurgaon—Member Secretary; 

VL Deputy Commissions, Gurgaon—Chainnan. 

(2) The powers and functions of the Monitoring 
Committee shall be restricted to the compliance 

visions of this notincation only. 

(3) In case of activities requiring ^or permissicgi^ 
environmental clearance, such actMties shall be 

to the State Level Environment Impact Assessment 
Authority (SEIAA), which shali be the 


Authority for grant of such clearances as per the provi¬ 
sions of the Environmental Impact Assessment Notifica¬ 
tion, dated the I4th Septembei^ 2007. 

(4) The Monitoring Committee may also j nvite repre¬ 
sentatives or experts from concerned Depaitmehts or
